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DREAM  OF  RADIO 


JUNE  6,  1924 


I  had  this  dream,  the  dream  about  the  Aether, 
and  transmission  of  generations  and  how  the 
words  of  the  multitudes  should  be  transported 
freely  across  the  wind,  into  the  minds  of  all 
mankind. 

Initially,  the  words  cost  nothing.  Men's  words 
are  free,  if  you  want  them  to  be  free.  There 
should  be  no  price  on  imagination.  They  may  want 
the  equipment  to  lodge  an  expense  against  our 
ideas.  That  is  wrong.  To  enter  into  the  con- 
course of  the  winds  is  inexpensive  —  as  in- 
expensive as  the  winds  themselves. 

It  works  like  this:  when  you  form  the  words 
with  your  mouth,  the  sound  vibrations  cascade 
past  your  lips,  into  the  close-silver  mesh  of  the 
microphone.  There  word-air  vibrations  are 
pressed  against  the  coal-black  granules  out  of  the 
ground.  These  briefly  moving  particles  are  the 
first  birth  of  the  godly  act  of  transmission  — 
the  first  jolt  of  fire  that  ultimately  sets  the  whole 
atmosphere  jangling  with  the  eternally  confused 
babble  of  all  mankind. 

Your  words  have  caused  the  micro-millivolt 
of  current  to  run  down  the  wirethin  hairs,  the 
two  hairs  that  carry  your  words  down  into  the 
first  stages  of  amplification.  This  is  the  womb  of 
all  radio  ideas;  this  is  the  soul  of  Zygote  of 
Communication.  This  is  the  genesis  of  20th 
century  idea-movement.  The  Audion  awaits  the 
movement  impelled  by  your  breath -of -a -thought. 
For  when  the  hair  wires  deliver  their  tiny  bur- 
den of  ampere  to  the  mesh  plate,  the  flow  of 
negative  force  field  is  interrupted,  and  you  have 
begun  to  be  amplified  to  the  skies. 

Heat  and  light  cascade  out  of  the  burning 
cathode.  But  unseen  to  you,  a  million  million 
electrons  back-cascade  at  the  same  time.  And 
the  imposition  of  the  slight  shadow  of  your  idea 
on  the  screen  touches,  just  for  a  moment,  the 
flow  of  multimillion  free  electrons.  The  plate 
has  heard  your  word. 

Each  tube  represents  a  further  engorging  of 
you:  each  stage  carries  you  away  to  the  next 
stage  —  and  they  feed  on  themselves.  Carefully 
set  on  this  side  of  oscillation,  and  on  that  side 
of  nothing,  your  words  ring  in  the  blue  shadows 
cast  by  the  flow,  until  finally  your  breath  has 
been  amplified  past  all  setting,  past  all  restraint, 
past  all  darkness.  Your  dreams  have  grown 
monumentally,  and  are  ready  to  be  cast  to  the 
Aether. 

For  there  is  a  carrier  at  this  stage  of  the 
river  gulphing  all  mankind.  The  carrir  has 
set  its  single  ultra -kilocycled  beam  out  of  high 
viberation,  high  energy  tubes  —  and  are  led 
through  the  thick  snake  black  cables  out  to  the 
pastures.  Set  in  the  ground,  with  sixty  feet  of 
thin  coppered  wire  radiated  in  all  directions 
under  the  earth,  thrusting  a  three-legged  self 
into  the  vaporous  underbelly  of  the  sky,  the  car- 
rier, we  are  imposing  at  almost  no  resistance — 
your  words.  On  top  of  the  kilo- cycling  power  we 
cast  the  cycles  of  your  ideas  and  dreams,  and 
by  means  of  this  electronic  ferry  --we  interject 
the  whole  into  a  push -me-pull -you  of  antenna 
and  ground. 

Your  words  and  their  friendly  carrier  go  by  day 
to  the  furtherest  reaches  of  that  horizon  you  can 
see  from  the  top  of  the  antenna.  What  you  see 
is  what  gets  your  mind.  At  night,  the  aether 
accepts  your  words  1,000  or  2,000  or  3,000 
miles  hence.  We  send  the  power  into  the  very 
soft  belly  of  the  night  sky,  and  it  throws  it  back 
from  the  Sparodic-E  layer  to  the  ground,  which 
skips  it  back  up  into  the  night  belly  sky,  and  back 
and  forth  until  you  extend  on  the  aether -wings 
beyond  any  restriction  of  any  man's  body.  You 
are  flying  at  186,000  miles  every  second. 

There  are  no  restrictions  to  our  horizons.  We 
have  given  you  the  ability  to  race  through  the 
night  without  disturbing  the  leaf  of  a  rose-bush; 
we  have  given  you  the  power  to  penetrate  (without 
pain  or  note)  the  body  of  cows  on  a  hundred  hills, 
or  the  trunk  of  great  ash -trees,  or  the  walls  of 
great  factories.  You  fly  through  the  black  air- 
without  sensation,  or  knowledge,  or  feeling.  Until, 
until — 

There  is  a  farmhouse.  In  Macon  County, 
Arkansas.  In  that  farmhouse  (red  rush  corrogated 
roof,  slash-pine  frame,  bleeding  brick  foundat- 
ions) sits  a  grandmother  of  seventy  years.  Her 
hair  is  white,  there  are  splotches  of  age  all 
over  her  hands,  her  eyes  are  watery  and  rheumy. 
Time  has  bent  her  backbone  so  that  she  is  a  C 
of  her  former  self.  Her  mind  is  rich  with  too 
many  memories  of  her  flesh  trembling  once  in 
1873  with  the  hazel  eyes  of  a  man  who  knew  her 
as  a  young,  fresh,  straight,  gentle  love  under  a 
moon  half-dusted  with  time. 


In  front  of  her  rests  at  the  front  of  a  white 
oak  table  a  machine  of  ridiculous  proportions. 
Black  crackle-finish  hulk,  and  horn  rearing  up 
from  behind.  In  that  mass,  your  words  are  nestl- 
ing: and  are  going  to  raise  themselves  out  of  no 
consciousness  of  the  night  and  into  her  mind. 
She  is  ready  for  some  new  love  of  your  words. 

You  have  superimposed  the  thoughts  of  your 
mind  on  this  electronic  vibration  in  the  aether. 
They  have  passed  some  2700  miles —  into  the 
Ionosphere,  back  down,  out  of  the  ciy  cold  and 
into  the  marsh-hot  world  of  men  and  women.  A 
woman  is  poised  on  the  edge  of  your  thoughts. 
Into  the  wires  which  lie  across  two  now  dead 
berry  trees,  there  comes  the  rage  and  rush  of 
your  voice  now  weakened  by  the  passage  of  too 
many  miles.  A  mere  tremor  comes  to  the  first 
plate  which,  in  itself,  will  duplicate  in  reverse 
the  passage  between  your  lips  and  the  trans- 
mission. Your  voice-on-carrier  is  amplified 
across  six  or  seven  plates,  then  stripped  of  the 
kilo-cycles  which  have  borne  you  so  far.  The 
words  are  cascaded  alone  through  more  and  more 
stages,  rising  to  an  electronic  peak:  and  then  are 
fed  into  two  tiny  wires  which  wrap  themselves 
around  the  magnetic  core  of  the  stiff  paper  cone 
at  the  edge  of  the  old  woman's  reason.  You  are 
coming  into  her  life. 

For  this  delicate  trembling  of  hairs,  this  vibrat- 
ion of  the  core  of  her,  this  red-blue-white  hot 
transformation  of  your  breath  feeds  into  the 
delicate  part  of  her  fifty  years  back  under  the 
dust-covered  moon.  Your  words  have  been  fed 
through  countless  interconnecting  threads  of  the 
two  of  you  to  vibrate  the  core  soul  of  a  human 
alone,  2700  miles  from  your  very  breath.  You 
have  been  given  the  secret  parts  of  this  child- 
woman  past  all  time  and  distance:  you  have  been 
given  the  central  energy  to  move  this  once-hot 
moist  inner  self  of  being,  and  cascade  this 
energy  into  flowing  all  parts  of  a  trembling  self 
which  has  no  restraint,  no  fear;  and  all  open 
world  thrown  out  there  for  you  to  come  inside 
the  closeness  of  nightblack  tremblings,  and  in 
those  tornadoes  of  caressing  past  fecund  fields, 
transformed  the  coils  of  a  single  soul  back  into 
itself  and  you.

Jazz  doesn't  have  to  be  screaming 
at  you,  nor  must  it  mutter  dustly 
cliches.  What  Keith  Jarrett  has 
done  is  to  merge  the  freer  lyric- 
ism of  modern  music  with  blues/ 
gospel -derived  rhythmsand  prog- 
ressions and  express  his  feelings 
about  this  with  a  keyboard  tech- 
nique developed  in  the  classical 
conservatory.  The  current  state 
of  his  art  was  recorded  in  a  live 
peeformance  last  winter  in  New 
York  City  for  this  record.  Jarrett 
and  his  highly-experienced  side- 
men  play  a  relatively  free  comp- 
osition, then  a  slow,  ballas-like 
piece,  then  move  into  a  funkier 
sector  with  "De  Drums"  and  wi- 
nd up  with  a  piano  solo  joined 
one-by-one  by  the  other  quartet 
members,  ending  the  album  rich- 
ly and  thoughtfully.  Throughout  the 
music  on  the  record,  there  is  a 
conspicuous  wealth  of  ideas  in- 
jected and  circulated  by  and  among 
the  leader  and  his  quartet  -  Dew- 
ey Redman,  Charlie  Haden  (who 
somehow  acoustically  wah-wah's 
his  bass),  Paul  Motian  and  Larry 
Johnson.  The  genius  of  Jarrett 
lies  in  his  ability  to  enliven  these 
musical  entities  and  never  cease 
a  steady  flow  of  change.  Listen  to 
the  record. 


BURNIN' 


The  Wailers, 
Capitol 


Reggae:  some  of  the  happiest, 
healthiest  music  around.  If  you 
haven't  heard  any,  The  Wailers' 
second  album  is  a  worthy  start. 
A  funky,  loping  sort  of  sound,  it's 
the' 'contemporary  "music  of  young 
Jamaicans. With  the  traditional  line 
up  of  two  guitars,  bass,  drums  and 
organ,  The  Wailers  lay  out  thor- 
oughly pleasing  tunes,  all  accent- 
uated by  the  punching,  hesitant 
brass. 

Reggae  is  an  Americanization 
of  a  Jamaican  tradition.  Jamaica 
is  a  fairly  poor,  insular  island 
that  claims  the  heritage  of  Indi" 
and  China  as  well  as  Africa.  After 
World  War  11  ,  America's  influ- 
ence skyrocketed  with  better  com- 
munications: fifties  r&r  poured 
from  jukeboxes  and  radio  stations 
like  WINZ  in  Florida.  By  the  late 
sixties, the  meshing  traditions  have 
gone  through  several  changes  in 
rhythm  and  form  and  produced 
reggae,  characterized  by  the  heavy 
offbeat  bass  and  a  relaxed,  synco- 
pated rhythm. 

The  lp  will  probably  seem  hom- 
ogeneous, even  repetitive  in  spite 
of  the  novelty  of  the  music.  The 
fine  funkiness  of  it  more  than  com- 
pensates. The  popularity  reggae 
has  long  enjoyed  in  Britain  and  the 
West  Indies  has  finally  permeated 
here.  We're  for  that. 
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MARTY  MANNING:  PROGRAM  DIRECTOR 

Born  in  south  Boston  in  1918,  four  months 
before  armistice ,  Marty  grew  up  a  good 
Catholic  boy  working  hard  for  little  pay.  In 
1941  he  married  Muriel  Garland  and  went  off 
to  war.     He  and  his  first  daughter,  Kathleen, 
met  for  the  first  time  in  1945  when  she  was 
three  years  old.     He  was  sufficiently  im- 
pressed to  then  proceed  to  sire  nine  more 
children  in  the  nineteen  years  following . 
In  1952  Marty  packed  up  Muriel  (who  by  this 
time  had  become  known  to  her  friends  as 
Bunny) ,  and  the  five  existing  children  in  a 
brand  new  dodge  and  moved  to  Phoenix, 
Arizona  to  begin  a  pleasant  ranch-style  life 
as  an  electrician,  father,  shop  steward  and 
member  of  the  church.     He  ushers  at  the 
nine  am  Mass  at  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle 
Catholic  Church  in  Phoenix.     Marty's  first 
son,  Marty  Junior  (an  evolved  Catholic) 
is  currently  our  Program  Director  and  tries 
hard  on  the  air  from  seven  to  ten  pm  week- 
days .
